Pn it hereafter there sh ill be an allowance of 
one thousand d ill irs per annum for clerk’s hire 
in the Auditor's Office, and five hundred dollars 
per annum to the Treasurer, to enable him to 
employ the services of a clerk, to aid him in the 
perform mce of his duties.” 

It will fie perceived that the appropriation is 
direct to the Treasurer, to enable him to employ 
a clerk’s services to aid him in the performance 
of his duties.. The appropriation being direct 
“to the Treasurer,” certainly gave him an indis 
putible right to the money, not only to draw the 
moiiey from the treasury, but gave to him in the 
opinion of vour committee the control of the 
same, unless expressly interdicted by s une clause 
in the act; does such interdictory clause exist? 
Your committee are of opinion that it does na^ 
Although the five hundred dollars was given, 
through the means of the services of a clerk to 
emble him to perform the duties of his office, 
still the performance of those duties was tbouiti- 
ra itum required, and as a faithful discharge 
of the duties was all that was demanded, and 
as tho money was only given to enable him to 
employ the service of a eicrk; and as nowhere 
in said act is the said Treasurer express- 
ly required to employ a clerk, nor expressly 
required to employ evert the services of a clerk, 
but only enabled to employ such service, your 
committee came necessarily to the conclusion, 
that, to the Treasurer wts given the entire 
control of the money, and that in consideration 
of the complete discharge of all the duties in- 
cumbent on the office of which Mr. Wintersmith 
is the head. , 

The next question which presents itself is, had 
he a right morally to ret tin the money. The an- 
ewer t > tb it depen Is in the bpiniou oi' your com 
in ttee alone on the question of whether the 
Treisurcr had fiithfuiiy and fully discharged the 
duties of his office, it was to secure such a dis- 
clurge of the duties tint tile in mey was appro- 
priated. Ahd your committee having had ample 
means and opportunity offered them to ascertain 
the tact thit those duties were all duly, f.iitlilullv 
anJ promptly performed, give it as liioir opinion 
unhesiuitinglv that he in morally entitled to re- 
tain the money. So much for the legal and 
m ir.il con-truetion given to the act under which 
th : in mey was drawn utiJ appropriated. 

Bat your committee propose to tike a more 
general and more extended view of the et of 
9ti Mirch, and its elf ct upon the Treasurer. 

It is evident that n > competent clerk could be 
procured at live hundred dollars per annum, and 
it appears clear to the view of ynur committee 
tint such was the view taken of it by the Lcgis 
lature pissing the act. Otherwis •, instcid of 
p! icing five hundred dollars solely under the 
control of the Treisurer. the Legislature would 
have made the necessary provision for the per- 
ra ureut establishment of a clerkship in th it office, 
with a stipulated sal lrv It appears also evident 
to your committee that the Legislature regarded 
the duties of the office of Treasurer as imposing 
labors upon that officer, for which his annual sal- 
ary was not an adequ ite compensation. Y et that 
the duties to be performed and labors requisite 
thereto, were not sufficiently great to satisfy the 
permneul employment of a salaried clerk, and 
therefore to relieve the Treasurer of some of the 
labors incident to his office, the Legislature gave 
to that officer the fire hundred dollars, that he 
might employ such aid as was necessary to the 
accomplishment of all his official duties; no- 
where, however, binding him to any stipulated 
obligation, but that a prompt and faithful dis- 
charge of - 0 ( 801 : 1 ! duty, which ne might thus be 
enabled to secure. 

It m ty be said, however, that it was not the 
intention of the Legisl iture to employ the head 
of a bareiu or silaried officer at the head of a 
dep trtment to do clerk's service, in connection 
with Ilia duties of office and salary attached — 
Such a course, your committee are of opinion, 
practiced upon as a rule would be improper, yet 
there are some peculiarities incident to the case 
under consideration. The office of Treasurer is 
one of deep responsibility, of heavy obligation, 
of imminent trust, having the keeping and hand 
ling of tho entire cash revenues of the Common- 
wealth, paid into said office annually, and being 
remonsiblc for every dollar thereof. " The Legis 
lature would very 11 Rurally feel some delicacy in 
ordering 11 cierk in that dep irtmeut, unless at the 
express desire of the offici il ineumhent, and would, 
your cumini ttee arc of opinion, choose rather not to 
interfere in the intern il conduct of the office hv 
giving a permanent clerk, but givcsuch idditioti- 
al aid to the principal officer as to enable him to 
secure the perform nice of the duties, holding 
him alone responsible. 

It m iv be urged, however, that as the Treasu- 
rer hired m clerk, that his salary is sufficient to 
secure the proper performance of his official du- 
ties, arguing from the fact that he did so perform 
them without the aid of clerk service That 
miv be a question calling for future action on the 
part of the Legislature; it certainly has uothing 
to do with the action of the past. The Lcgisia 
tur • who pissed the act of the 9th of March, 
1^54, must have supposed that the salary of the 
Treasurer was (adequate both to superintend 
the business of thF office and perform the tne 
chanic.il labors; else the five hundred dollars 
would not have been given. It appears that in- 
stead of increasing the salary direct, in its wis- 
dom the Legislature thought proper to vote the 
five hundred dollars to tho Treasurer, that he 
might avail hi msolf of clerk service, believing, 
as they must have done, that the salary allowed 
by law was not an amount sufficient to compen- 
sate the incumbent for the discharge of all tbe 
duties of that office

Mr. BULLOCK explained the bill, and after a 
few further remarks from Messrs BUCKNER 
and HOGAN, it passed — yeas .52; nays 3 

Also — a bill requiring the verification of claims 
upon the treasury, and to prevent swindling, with 
an amendment. 

[The bill requires every claim to be iu writing 
sustained bv the written affidavit of the claimant 
that his claim is just and true — that it has never 
been paid — that ho h is no security or pledge for 
its payment — the affidavit to be made before any 
officer authorized to administer oaths. If there 
are witnesses to the claim, their affidavit must al- 
so accompany.it. The laws now in foree in re- 
ference to perjury shall apply to this act, and a 
false oath under the same may be punished by 
confinement in the penitentiary from six months 
to two years, at the discretion of the jury. The 
Franklin Circuit Court isgiven jurisdiction to try 
all offences under this act. The amendment ex- 
cepted from the provisions of the bill those per- 
sons vhose salary or compensation is fixed by 
law.] 

After some remarks from Messrs. HOGAN 
and BULLOCK in reference to the amendment, 
it was adopted, and the bill, as amended, p issed 
— the title being amended by striking therefrom 
the words ‘ and to prevent swindling.” 

Also — a bill to incorporate the Eminence Higli

cer’s fees. 

[The bill requires that all collectors, in whose 
hands fees of clerks or other officers arc placed 
for collection, to account for the same in six 
months after they have the right to distrain for 
them; provided they have been that length of 
time in their hands No officer shall be compell- 
ed to go out of his county to return bills or claims, 
or to pay over money collected, or shall be lia 
ble to suit or m ition therefor, until dcmftud is 
made in his county by the claimant or his agent.] 

Mr. HAGGIN offered an amendment provi- 
ding that no constable or sheriff shall be required 
to go out of his comity to return process to them 
directed, nor shall he be required to return pro 
cess by mail unless the fees for executing same, 
in J the postage be previously paid or tendered to 
him.
